oolleotiooa as at least fairly autiMluotory, 
and at mot«t points th«. rimslioa in that 
ra«poot is gooil. 

The ie(x>rtB of busineas from all parta 
of the eouutry show iuoreased aotivity 
on the whole, though in aome brauohes 
titule is not up to the •September level 
Boston reports fair sales of wool and 
more inquiry, larger sales of leather at 
firm prices, and also of lumber. l%i.a- 
delphia notes improrement in wool, 
licpiors and all branches ot the iron uud 
steel busineaa. with chemioalx quiet b:it 
tlru. dry giMxLs but moderately aotive. 
and clothing not as active as oould l>e 
daaired, and soae ■hekaaas in grooer- 
iea, eapejially in sugar and oolfee. CJhi- 
oago finds busineaa largei than a veur 
ago, with heavy oouutry ordei-s, 8ho.v- 
iug a large demand and easy tinan<uul 
oouditiona throughout the wt-Ht. 

The yeitr s receipts of cereals fall otV 
a little, but of provisions are nearly 
dcmbled. Cleveland tinds <dl brauohe>i 
inipro\ iug. and faotories full of onlers. 
Pittbburg notes higher priuea for iron 
uuil steel, glastt business active, with 
works all oi>erating. and the loeal trade 
dull waiting water for the liver move- 
ment. Throughout the west excellent 
crops are the b;i8is of large buying by 
tbe furming districts, and ooutideiit 
bopea as to tbe trade for the rest of tne 

Kar. The bank exohaogea for Beptem- 
r show an increase over lu.st year <>t° 
only 2 iKjr oent at New York; ij^jHu- 
cent at Boston. Philadelphia and Chi- 
cago, and 7i per osnt al all otk«r oitias 
taken toget&er. 

The iron business is in soma danger 
of running into an unhealthy "IxKim, " 
ao great i» the anxiety of nmuy to Rtiniu- 
late the demand. Several large furnaues 
are about going into blaat, and southern 
No. 1 ia Htill dold hare at iltf.?'!, but 
higher priues than 418 are paid iot de- 
sired brands, which are soaroe, and 
structural, plate and wrought pipe are 
strong, but of bar thera la not much 
baying, and some mills are inviting 
oruem^ «1.8S. Rails have aotaally 
sold for in considerable qaantity at 
eastern works, but Philadelphia quotes 
fai and the west oorrtspondiuglyhighei- 

Erioes. Only 8,804 nilds of raUtosd 
ave been built in niiM mon^ of flEis 
year, and it ia atill snopsn qifostion how 
long the demuid for iron aad steel pro- 
daota in the aggregate will 9qaai the 
oonataatly inoreaaing supfdy. 

The cotton manufacture haa raaaon to 
rejoice at the oollapse of the Liverpool 
comar, aod the prtoe of raw cotton has 
declined hare three sjghtha of s oent, 
with asles of MOiOM balsa. Wool aMm- 
afaotarai* are buying a littls mora trae- 
ly, and inaairing man, though prioea 
of goodadoBotlmprov* and aales are 
Isi^ar only in aooM brandiaa. The 
wool aaanwt shows s better tone, 
beasose oonosaaiona in prioehave in- 
doeed larmr tranaaotiona, bat the high 
prioea asked atill ptuh eonaumera to 
take a great deal ot cheap foreign wool 
instead of Ameriaaa. 

The sugar trnat aeems not unlikely to 
follow the copper syndicate and the cot- 
ton CO ner, at leest as far an prices are 
oouoemed. Raw sugar ia lower, tho de- 
mand for consumption being slack, and 
meanwhile heavy salaa «d augar trust 
have depi-eaaed the price to about ninety 
oente. Ck>tton oil troat ia alao hesviiy 
aold and declined ahaiply. Tin ia lower 
St 20i cents, and lead qniet at 8. 9 cents. 

The coal market in^rovae but slight- 
ly in amount of aal«s» ipBd not at all in 
prices, so that attadbi upon the coal 
carrying stooka have been encouraged. 
Tbe market for railroad atooka has been 
depreHMHd by aQOroity of money, oi^on 
more than or ndlare of western roada 
to settle diAeranoes, and the average 
prioe of tW6B|y laioat active stooks is 
aeventy-flve oaniS ' per ahara lower than 
a week aga The market is one of speo- 
ulatora, and atocka are maiuly held by 
strong parties, or the eiroami<tanoe« 
would hare osaaed a gtsater daoliaa of 
kt&

cent, more than for flhs same quarter 
last year, hut for nine mouthi the ag- 
gregate has been !jilOo,U> ),».>0. on in* 
create of lU} per cent The later weeks 
have shown a dtvsrease both in number 
of feUuros and liubilitirs, and the ater* 
age of liabilities to each failure ia com* 
peratively low even for the last -piarter, 
being oniy about 417,000, and for nine 
months about $18,000, against «1:}.000 
laat year.

RocHibHTaB, N, T., Oet S. -A fright- 
ful aooi.leut ooo cured at tho Weat aven- 
ue canal bridge aboat I o'elook yeater- 
day aftcMoon. The bridge is what is 
known as a lift bridge. Oar Na 48 of 
the Caledonia line was paaaing over the 
bridge in a westerly direction when one 
end of tho heavy troughs filled with pig- 
iron iiae«1 to assist by its weight in 
raising and lowering the bridge, fell 
from Its support, and the l,ijOO poanda 
of pigiron oraahed throagh the top of 
the oar exaotlv in the miJale. The car 
was fllle:1 with paaaengera. The heavy 
pieces of iron were acaroely retarded in

Trip. 



IT IS NOT AS FIRST REPORTED.

W'a8hin<»ton, Oct .V - Wluiu the trial 
trip of the cruiser Baltimore wa-s made 
last mouth, the wonderful pei-formauc 
in both hoi-se power and spjed that th 
veaael WM reported to have made oalle > 
forth expreaaionaof admiration and uo:: 
giat.ilationH from naval o.tieers au'i 
others interested in naval affairs. 

Actor(iiug to the reports the ve.ssc 
hail uevi-lop d lO.O^X) horse pviwer an 1 . 
speed of nearly twenty kuuis tli f 
proving her the third tastesl vense; ii. 
the Morld, the facit+'st iu the Aiiierieui 
navy, and the be^it in tho worhl so f:u 
as stnictiiral capacity, power and sihhm 
are concerned. A few days a^o, how 
ever, it began to be rumor.', i 
that the borse power (Ievelo[)i'd 
wus not nearly so large as 
was thought, and there was sonii- 
doiibis expres.setl that the hwh rate ol 
speed reiMjrted had been de\ eloped. 

The oitieisl report of the trial lioard 
was made public ye»ttirday aud it sets 
at rest the doubts concerning speed, 
but not those regarding the iior.,e 
power. The report shows that an av 
erage speed of lU.U knots per hour 
were deveh>ped with 117.11 revolutions 
of the propeller, with IB per cent, slips. 
The "slip ' is the difTerencie between 
tilt) number of times the propelior re- 
volves theoretically and the iiuiiil)er of 
actual revolutions. The peroeir.age is 
onusually large. 

Tbe mdicacor cards show that the 
horse power developed was 8,U< 7.!:i^^, a 
deficiency of 22. i'^, the contract re- 
quiremtut being 9,000. An e.vplana- 
Bon, is given however, in connection 
with thu development that may yet 
prove the saving of the conti'uctors, 
who will be obliged to pav ^•i, 4*)0 pen- 
altv if the rejiort is sllowe<.I to staiiil. 

Two horse-power indicatcjrs, that had 
been tli< 'roughly teste<l, were to be us<:d 
on the trial trip, but these broke dowu. 
aud tMo others, that^had not beeu test- 
ed, were put iu their places. It is 
thought that this substitution may have 
beeu the cause of failure, ami Sucretary 
Tracy has de idod to allow the ooutroct 
ors. Cramp ii Sons, the privilege of hav- 
ing a new trial if they so deaiie. if 
they do not care to have a further te!>t 
the present report will be approved, aud 
the oontractoi'S will be obnged to pay 
the penalty of $2,-ioO.

Soma of Tham Boaoh Mow Orleans aad 
Toll aT tko Olsaatar. 

Naw Oatduirst Ooi Oi,--A aomhar of 
the aorvivora of the Oorona reauhed tha 

city ye-tterday. They were quickly sur- 
roundo<l by a crowd of weeping men 
aud WMiiiHii, all anxious to leuru tho 
fate of some loved oue. The scene waa, 
iiid'M'd. heartrending, and stioiig men 
were otmipellei to turn aside their 
heads when some mie m answer to a 
question would asoerlaiu that the one 
mev iiKinired for was amoui^ llie lost. 

Mrs. llcury Itlanks wiis on the Conma 
with her sister, .Mrs Huft' and two chil- 
dren, en route to Columbia as a passen- 
ger. She says: "I was staiuhng lu com- 
pany with m.y sister, with mv yoniitfest 
ohUd in arms, in the rear of the l)out s 
cabin, when the explosion oivnrred. 
The chaml)ei'maid caiue riiiiniii;^ to us 
with life nroservers. which we fastened 
on. Finally we got int<j the life lH>at, 
which had been sucoeHsfuUy launched, 
but we hardly hod been seated when the 
boat was swamiwd, throwing us all into 
the river. I, with my ear-old child 
in one arm, held on to a piece of wreck- 
age until one of the St. Louis boats 
came and saved us. I told the child, 
'Hold tight, daughter, (Jod wdl suve us.' 
Of my sister, Mrs. Half, who is a widow, 
from (.'pelousas, I aaw UO moT* altar oar 

boat cupsi/.ed. ' ' 

A little ti-year-old boy of Mrs. Htmry 
Blanks, who was blowu into the air by 
the explosion, says: "I was out looking 
at ('apt Sweeney fixing tho electric 
light aud til '11 went into the cabin and 
hml hardly got t\n far as the oiHoe when 
I was blown into the air, aud when I 
came down fell into t!ie river on my 
back, when I came to the surface, I 
came to the surfa<;e, I caught onto a 
HAck and an old man wus iieai by hold- 
ing a pieca of wood howling for tho 
yawls to come aud iiave liim. It was 
then that I wa.s frighteiieil aud bemin to 
yell also, whmi the skitt' came aud took 
us on their boat the Oi^ oi St Louis." 
The brave little MkMT It- badly hart 
about the head.
